In my younger years I was train'd up with the 


| wreſtlings of Gop: from my youth I have borne 
his yoke, exerciſed with his terrours ; yet ſo that 
many a time his ſweet conſolacions haue refreſh- 
ed my ſoule. In my olde dayes men haue riſen 
againſt me, but without a cauſe ; betwixt theſe 
two my dayes are fpent: my e is in hea- 
uen; He knoweth that in every ſtate of life, my 
heart was euer toward the Loxp; it was my joy 
to ſerue him, and r my griefe when I ſinned againſt 


ay of the age of wag. yeares old, about 
Martimas I was carried by my father from Eden- 
borough to Dunbarre ſchoole; I could not write 
nor reade any Latine then. I tarried there till

- unto the which, with the good-will of Mr Guthrie, 
I-entred, and there remained about a yeare and a 
halfe, daily exercis'd under him in the ſtudy of 
Theology. To him, under God, and ſome other 
learned Diuines of that citie, do I acknowledge 

my ſelſe bounde for theſe beginnings of knowledge 

| chen receiued. 
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In the nineteenth yeare of my life returned 
ine to Edenbourough, where hauing the com- 
modious occaſion to be with my elder brother, 
then one of the Miniſters of Edenbourough, I ſtill 
continued in the ſame ſtudy; and at length was 
| required to giue a proofe of my Gift priuately, 
which 1 did in the New-Church, in prefence of. 
Mr Robert Pont and Mr Robert Rollacke, with ſun- th 
| dry others of the Miniſtry : then after that I was 
required to preach publickly in the New-Church, f 
on a ſabbath in the afternoone; and the next = 
| weeke I was eommanded to teach publiquely in

day in the afternoone. Thus did the Lon n? 
traine me up, and theſe were the beginnings of 
my Miniſtry ; which I recount to the praiſe of bis 
Grace, who counted me faithfull, and put me in 
by ſeruice.

A little after bd in the Aae of my 
twentieth yeare, there enſued a General Aſſembly. 
of the Church at Edenbourough ; and by their au- 
thority was I ſent out, and appointed Paſtor” of 
Bothkenner in Stirling ſhire ; for that church had 
been deſolate ever ſince the Reformation, and 
the people had giuen in their ſupplication to the 
Aſſembly for a Paſtor. - This calling of Gop 


and his Church I embraced, and went vnto them; 


where I found the deſolation fo great, that, exs 
cept the walls, which were ruinous alſo, neither 
doore, nor window, nor ſeat, nor pulpit, nor 
any part of a roofe was there at all: yet it 
pleas'd Gop to giue ſuch a bleſſing to the mi- 
niſtry of his Word, that their hearts thereby 
were ſtirred vp cheerfully. to build the Loxys 


| houſe, which moſt willingly they fully reſolued 


within halfe a yeare; not content to build their 
owne part of the houſe, but the quire alſo, which 
of due ſhou'd have beene done by the parſon ?' 
there needed here no letters of horning, nor other 
compullitories neither content to haue built it 
only, they adorned it within and without, not in- 
feriour to any other church of ſuch quality round 
about it. This was my firſt external ſeale, _ 
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In this ſeruice I remained ſeuen or eight yeares, 


ſubject to great bodily" infirmities, by reaſon of 


the weak neſſe of the ſoile in winter, and the vn- 


wholſome waters thereof. And here did the 


LorD firſt begin to acquaint me with his ter- 
rours, and'the inward exerciſes of ſundry ſorts of 
tentations; ſo that between theſe two my life 
was almoſt waſted with heavines; yet I bleſſe the 
Lon for it, it was to me like the wilderneſſe of 


Midiun to Moſes, a ſchovle of tentation, where- 


by 1 learned daily more and more to know 
CHrsT JEsus, gathering ſome ftore of know- 
ledge thereby, inward exerciſes and outward ſtu- 
dies, which the LoRD afterward call'd me to 
giue out in more publicke places in his church, 
for the neceſſity of inereaſing diſeaſe forcing me 
to bethinke of a tranſportation; the purpoſe of 


my minde was to another church vnplanted in 


3 the ſouth; ſome 8. miles from Edenbourough : but 


the Loxp ſtill continued his calling, and drew 
me another way horthward ; for at the ſame time 


there intervented a General Aſſembly of the Church 


at Ferth there was I nominated, and with con- 
fent of the Aſſembly and people was I written for 
to that Miniſtery, as the letters of both, ſent to 


me out of Perth, with my deare brother, Mr Pa- 


rick Simpſon, yet extante doe beare. Thus did 
the Lorp clear my way before me, and leade 
me there, where I thought never to haue gone; 
yet. two or three daies before did the Loxp giue 
me ſome- ſignification of it, but I underſtood it 
not till euent did teach me: for in my thoughts 


— 
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in the night, there ſeemed a man to leade me by 

the hand to a little pleaſant city, in a plaine val. 
ley, on a riuers fide, hauing ſome banks lying at 
the ſhore thereof, (as indeed it had the firſt time; 
that after this I was brought to it, ſuch a ſight 
got I of it, in that viſion, as afterward I faw 
with my eyes); he led me a long time vp and 


don the ſtreets of that towne, from one to an- 


other, very neere unto the top thereof: then did 
I awake, my face looking to the ſouth-weſt, 

This made ſuch an impreſſion in my minde, as 
after that I cou'd neuer get forgotten. Let no 
man here impute to mee either the ſuperſtition of 
Papiſts or Anabaptiſts *: I know there is no reue- 
lation now of Doctrine, or new article of Faith, 
to. be ſought out in dreames. The Loxp hath 
ſpoken. once for all now vnto vs by his Soxnng 
in the Word; but that the living LoxD, who 
ſleepes not, can giue warnings to the ſoules of his 
ſeruants, when their bodies are ſleeping, no man 
acquainted with his workiogs | truſt, will denie it. 


After this, three or foure dayes, as [ faid, re- 
turn'd Mr Patrick Simpſon, from the 5 Ac 
ſembly at Perth, to Sterling, and deliuer'd me let- 
ters from the Aſſembly and the towne, contayn- 
| ing my calling to the Miniſtery, The towne 
ſhortly after ſent their commiſſioners, to tranſ- 
port my ſelfe and my family. There 1 continued 
doing the worke of Ps for the full ſpace, of | 
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nineteen! yeeres. How I did carry my ſelf in my 
open. conuerſation, 'lieuing among them, not as 
one ſeperate from them, but mixed my ſelfe in all 


their fellowſhips, as a comfort to the beſt, and a 


wound to the worſt inclin'd fort, this age will not 
want louing witneſle to record it. My dilligence 
in like manner in the Miniftrie, not onely on the 


ordinary dayes, but on others, which 1 volunta- 


rily choſe, thrice a week in the evening, to wit, 
WWeadnefday, Friday, and Saturday, for a prepara- 


tion to the Sabbath, (for theſe dayes they had no 


preaching in the morning): it wou'd baue done 
a chriſtian heart good to haue ſeen thoſe glorious 
and joyful aſſemblies; to haue heard the zealous 
cryings to GoD among that people, with ſighings 
and teares, melting hearts, and mourning eyes. 
I ſpeake the truth in modeſty, and not all the truth. 
It is not vaine glorying, I abhorre chat; ; not I, 
but his Grace in mee. 


All this time, except ſome little intermiſfon 
and breathing times, did the Lord ſtill exerciſe 
me with inward tentations. O what a viciflitude 


of eſtates! O what a variety of combates It 


were tedious here to ſet them downe all, as they 
were done and fought : but this I muſt ſay, the 
end of all, and euery one of them was unſpeak- 
able joy. And once for all, in greateſt extre- 
mity of horrour, and anguiſh of ſpirit, when I 
had vtterly given ouer and look'd for nothing but 
eonfuſion, ſuddenly did there ſhine (in the very 
twinkling of an off, the bright” and OR 
yo TIT T, 200.6 
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countenance of Gon, proclaiming peace, and 
confirming peace with invincible. reaſons. - O 
what a change was there in a moment! The 
filly ſoule that was euen now at the brinke of the 
pit, looking for. nothing but to be ſwallowed up, 
was inſtantly. raiſed up to heaven, to have joyful 
fellowſhip with Gop in CHRISH JEsus; and 
from this day forth my ſoule was neuer troubled 
with ſuch extremitie of terrors. This confirma - 
tion was giuen mee on a Saturday in the morn- 
ing; thete found I the power of Religion, the 
certainty of the Word: there was I touch'd with 
ſuch a liuely. ſenſe of a divinity, and power' of 
the God-head, in mercy, reconciled with man, 
and with mee in CHRIST, as, I truſt, my ſoule 
ſhall neuer forget: Glory, glory, glory be to the 
joyfull Deliverer of my ſoule out of all aduerſitſes 
for euer. TOE > 


In the middeſt of theſe wreſtlings with God, 
all this time wanted I not combates with wicked 
men, like thoſe beaſts at Epheſus, with whom St 
Puul did fight. All the time of. my reſidences 
yeeres continued this battle; as one left off, an- 
other ſtill renewing the battell: but the great- 
neſſe of my inward conflicts made me regard 
lightly all their outward contradictions, and I 
eſteem'd them but like the bitings of a flea. I 
reſolued with my ſelf it was no marvel to ſee 
Sathan ſtir vp his wicked inſtruments to diſquiet 
mee, ſince I profeſſed my ſelfe a diſquieter of him 


and his kingdom; yea my comfort was, that I

had: neuer a controverſie with any of them but 
for their ſinnes: Gop knows I loued their per- 
ſons and eſtates; therefore did the Loxp afſfiſt 
me, the power of his Word hammering downe 
their pride, they were all of them by courſe 
aeg to the — of their ſinnes. 


But at length; as Gos turned the heart of 


| hh and his people from the raelites, when | 


the time came that hee would haue them to re- 


moue out of Egypt; ſo by little and little did the 


zeale and loue of the molt of this people, at leaſt, 
in my ſenſe, fall away; fo that at laſt my battell 
was not with ſuch as were like the Publicans and 
Sinners, (for theſe now were turned my favourers 
and comforters) but with ſuch as ſeemed before 
Juſticiars; I meane, vnrebukeable men ſor out- 
ward offences: theſe men found J ſtuffed with 
ſuch pride, ſelfe- conceite, diſdaine, and intollera- 
dle contempt, as carried them further from their 
qutie than any of the former; yea, ſuch as aboue 
others ſhou'd haue beene my comforters, were my 
eroſſers: that T had cauſe to ſay with Micab, the 
deft of them are bryers; but I truſt it repents 
them ere now: and therefore I pray Gop not to 
lay it to their charge.

other whereto I had been led before, ſo greateſt 


oppoſition was there made unto me by men, 


whoſe lying lybels and earnall contradictions

[ had done before fince my entrie into the Mi- 
niſterie. The Lorp forgiue them and me alſo, 
where, in the manner of my anſwering, I baue 
beene ſharper then became Chriſtian meeknefſe. 
For as to the matter itſelf vnfeignedly, I follows. 
ed * light ;. I eſteem it [viz, the Epiſcopal]-z 
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lawful, ancient, and neceſſary government; I ſee 
not, nor haue not read of any chureh that want- 
ed jt before our time; only the abuſes of it by
